An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
to  issue  stock  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 


Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, at  its  January  Session  in  the  year 
1902,  enacted  a  law,  Chapter  333,  author- 
Preambie.  izing  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to 
issue  city  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing one  million  ($1,000,000)  dollars,  for 
the  purpose  of  enlarging,  bettering  and 
improving  the  water  service  and  water  sup- 
ply of  said  city,  and  to  authorize  the  sub- 
mission of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose 
to  the  legal  voters  of  said  city. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  passed  at  the  January  Ses- 
sion 1902,  Chapter  333,  that  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to 
[ssue  stock.  issue  the  stock  of  the  city,  to  an  anion  in 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  million 
is  1,000, 000)  dollars,  from  time  to  time,  as

the  same  may  be  required  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  thai  the  said 
stock  shall  be  sold,  or  disposed  of,  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance,  at  no1  Less  than 
par,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  used 
for  the  genera]  betterment,  enlargement, 
increase  and  improvement  of  the  water  waterrappiy. 
service  and  water  supply  of  t lie  City  of 
Baltimore  by  the  construction  of  an  addi- 
tional storage  reservoir,  the  extension  of 
the  city  watei  service  to  the  district  inside 
the  city  limits  west  of  Gwynn  Falls,  the 
extension  of  the  upper  service  to  the  dis- 
tricts inside  the  city  limits  east  of  Jones' 
Palls,  and  such  other  means  and  appli- 
ances for  an  enlarged  and  improved  water 
supply  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
appropriate  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Water  Hoard;  provided  that  the  payment 
of  the  stock  issued  under  this  ordinance 
and  of  the  interest  on  said  stock  shall  pri- 
marily be  a  charge  upon  the  revenues  of 
the  Water  Department,  collected  by  the 
Collector  of  Water  Rents  and  Licenses, 
although  the  entire  credit  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  be 
pledged  to  the  holders  of  said  stock  for  the 
payment  of  said  stock  and  of  the  interest 
thereon,  and  thai  a  covenant  to  that  effect 
shall   be  inserted  in  said    stock;  provided 

further,  however,  that  all  or  any  portion 
of  said  one  million  dollars  shall  not  be 
mi  expended  for  the  general  better- 
ment, enlargement,  increase  and  improve- 
ment of  the  water  service  and  water  supply 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  the  Water 
Board  unless  authorized  by  subsequent 
ordinance  or  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltim

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Collector  of  Water  Rents  and  Licenses 
shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January, 
pay  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
of  Baltimore  City  one  and  one  half  per 
centum,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary, 
upon  the  gross  receipts  of  water  rents 
during  the  previous  year,  to  be  by  the 
said  Commissioners  of  Finance  applied 
as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of 
the  loan  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for 
their* approval  or  disapproval,  at  the  elec- 
tion to  be  held  on  Tuesday  the  fourth  day 
of  November,  1902.  That,  the  Supervisors 
of  Elections  in  Baltimore  City  shall  cause 
to  be  placed  in  a  column,  on  the  right  of 
the  official  ballot,  to  be  used  at  said  elec- 
tion, with  a  margin  to  the  right  of  said 
column,   the    words    "Water    Loan."     In

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  the  stock  of  the  said  corporation,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one  million  (*1.( Kid, 01  lit)  dollars, 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  extensions  to  the  under- 
ground conduits,  buill  under  the  direction  of  the  Elec- 
trical Commission  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  pursuance 
of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed 
at  the  January  Session  1902,  Chapter  246. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the 
registered  stock  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
to  the  amount  of  one  million  (81,000,000) 
dollars  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same 
may  be  required,  for  the  purpose  herein- 
construction  after  named;  and  the  said  stock  shall  be 
sold  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance, 
from  time  to   time,  and   at  such  times  as
